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2 (57) Abstract: A server routes one's incoming messages to his/her communication devices according to his/her routing preferences, 
and modifies the messages as needed. For example, the server can route an incoming page to one's email accoimt and, if necessary, 

^ modify the page so that it is compatible with the email client. Thus, the server enables a number of diverse feanires such as: selection 
of routing topology (direct or indirect), translation of netwoik restrictions, conditioning a synchronous communication for reception 

^ by an asynchronous device, message encryption, and callback or "buddy list** services. 
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
